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JAKE SHARP GUILTY. 


The Jury Make a Verdict in Thir- 
teen Minutes, 


AND THE OLD MAN DIDN’T DROP DEAD. 


Colonel Fellows’s Closing Argument for the 
State—Scenes in the Courtroom at 
the Close of the Trial. 


New York, June 29.—The thirty-fourth 
and last day of the Sharp trial dawned bright 
andclear. Again the defendant shuffled into 
court at one door and Judge Barrett came in 
at another. He appeared much more feeble 

han usual, walking with great difficulty to his 
place. A delay of ten minutes was occasioned, 
at the request of Mr. Stickney before he com- 
gmenced tosum up. After thanking the jary 
for its indulgence of yesterday, in allowing 
him until today to prepare his address, he 
etated that hitherto his practice has been with 
vases involving property, and that as this is 


Anis first criminal case, he would not attempt to 


deliver an eloquent address, but make a clear, 
sensible argument that will appeal to reason- 
ing men. 

Mr. Stickney spoke two and a half hours. A 
recess was then taken: After the recess Assist- 
ant District Attorney ellows closed the case 
in a scorching argument, and the case went to 
the jury. Thirteen minutes after and the jury 
returned with a verdict of guilty. 

Mr. Stickney, in his address, said the charge 
against Mr. Sharp was one of bribery, not con- 
spiracy. This,the held, had not beén proven b 
the evidence. The uy were asked to senc 
Sharp to prison, and impose practically the 
sentence of death upon him because somebody 
corrupted the board of aldermen, but there 
is not a particle of evidence of 
the payment of money to the _ alder- 
men. The board of aldermen of 1554, 
he conceded to be a crowd of corrupt strikers 
demanding blackmail of everybody. Of their 
guilt, he said, there could be no doubt, but_he 
asserted there was nothing to connect Mr. 
Sharp with them. 

Mr. Stickney concluded by saying that Mr. 
Sharp did not fear the result. 

‘Hie has been branded by the whole press 
without as much as one single sheet iy

was not confident, he had ample time to flee. 
I demand of you that you protect him and see 
that he receives, at your hands,a verdict of 
acquittal to which he is entitled.’”’ 

The courtroom was crowded to suffocation 
when John R. Fellows, chief assistant district 
attorney, arose to make the closing argument 
for the prosecution. He renewed the testi- 
mony as presented to the court, rarely refer- 
ring to his notes, in a masterly manner, taking 
up point by point and pressing all upon the 
attention of the jury. Turning his attention 
to the actions of Bhasn upon the day the fran- 
chise was granted, he recited at length Sharp’s 
action on having resolutions prepared before 
the meeting was over. He said the board took 
their orders to pass the resolutions just as Al- 
derman Pearsons had the day before, when 
Sharp directed him to sign the call for the 
meeting. Richmond, to whom the resolutions 
‘were sent, recognized the danger of 
connecting himself with their passage, 
and burst out in the impetuous man- 
ner which characterizes him, and s@id; 
“What the d--1 did Sharp send them to m® 
for, where everybody can see me? Take them 
ito Marony.”” = 

Mr. Fellows then said Messenger Dowling 
gave them te Malony, and without any other 
consideration, save that which they received 
aiter weighing themselves like so much pork 
at McLaughlin’s house, to ‘‘see how much 
each was worth,’’ the aldermen passed the res- 
olutions. He next reviewed the veto of the 
mayor and its contemptuous reception by 
Jaehne and his associates. 

“Let us see now where Sharp comes The 
$500,000 is up in the hands of Ma! but 
the mayor has vetoed the resolution and can- 
not be reached. Three-fourths of the alder- 
men must be secured. When Powell, who 
was greatly interested, heard of the veto of 
the mayor, he hastened to Sharp. He meets 
him in the Fifth Avenue hotel. “What will 
you do now?” he asks Sharp. “The board of 
aldermen is fixed,’’ says Sharp, and they are 
really waiting impatiently to pass the resolu- 
tions for him. What do wordsimply? Fixed 
how? The board was sitting, eager to — 
the measure over the mayor’s veto. his 


creature, Jaehne, unworthy to% breathe the’ 


same air as the mayor, tosses back the papers 
from the mayor with insult. The aldermen 
stood eager, like hounds in a leap, to veto 
the message. Then. came gLyddy’s injunc- 
tion. I have been trying in vain for months 
to coin words to compass the case of Lyddy. 
For months,the aldermen had foregone the 
comforts of home life in secret meetings and 
there was $500,000 in Keenan’s pockets. There 
floated before them sweet visions of watery 
places, when there stepped between them and 
their spoils Lyddy—an insignificant little ob- 
struction—with his injunction.” 

At this point, when Colonel Fellows spoke 
of Lyddy as “‘the little whiffle,”’ and described 
the awful consternation of the “twenty-two 

ood and true aldermen’’ when Lyddy raised 

etween them and their promised paradise ob- 
structions higher than the Alps, the speaker’s 
sarcasm made even Judge Barrett langh quiet- 
ly to himself and everybody in the court- 
room burst into merriment, which 
the court officer had to quiet with 
loud rapping. ‘‘That impediment of Lyddy’s 
must be removed,’’ said Colonel Fellows, ‘‘and 
again we see the fine hand of the defendant. 
“The aldermen are fixed,’’ says Sharp. Then 
although Judge Bartlett set in an adjoining 
room all day and it would have taken but a 
few minutes, Attorney Bright went under the 
cover of darkness to Judge Bartlett and had 
it removed. Lyddy received $12,500 for it, 
but the order to remove was received at night, 
so that no other citizen, no matter how just 
his cause, could get out an injunction to secure 
his rights. Then Malony, whohad no more 
right to do so than the woman who sweeps out 
this room, cajled the beard of aldermen to- 
gether to consider the passage of the resolu- 
tions over the mayor’s veto. He knew what 
they were called for, but any of the board 
themselves did not know.”’ 

Colonel Fellows then described that secret 
meeting, when the aldermen met at Sharp’s 
call and held asession with closed doors. Then 
Malony went down and waved his hand asa 
signal that the deal had been consummated. 
‘The aldermen had kept their faith and Malo- 
ny gave Ja triumphant —_ Malony, the 
fieet footed, the man of sublime impudegce, 
of lamb-like heathen—like repose and trust, 
waved his hand, but he will not wave his hand 
more-—nary a wave. [{Laughter. 

Mr. Parsons (interrupting)—You seem to 
have known Malony? . 

Colonel Fellows—Not to konw Malony was 
to be yourself unknown. Yes,I know Malo- 
ney, and that you did not know him proves 
your incapability to try this case. Did you, 
Judge Nelson, have on green glasses when you 
were at Albany that you did not see Malony 
omnipresent? Iam reminded asI direct my 
thoughts toward Malony of the words of 
Tupper, that abscence sometimes strengthens 
friendship. Yes, I have seen Malony, and I 
am glad of it? Would that I could see him 
here, and until my dearer friend, Tom Byrnes, 
could lay his clutehes on him.[Laughter. ] 

*e When Colonel Fellows had done with Ma- 
Jony he turned his attention to Disbecker, 
another figure in the great scheme, whom he 
scornfully denominated asa man who was a 
trafficker in men’s honesty. He laid stress 
upon Disbecker’s receiving. $76,000, Belding 
$66,000 and Phelps $50,000, and pointedly 
asked the jury why Sharp should pay so much 
money. 

_ After a short recess Judge Barrett began his 
Charge to the jury. He read the law on brib- 
ery, and went on to say that the only direct 
evidence that money had been given, was that 
one pt hey Sey given esuone: t is not neces- 
sary that the person charged gave money with 


his own hand or made a corrupt agreement in 
person ; or, in other words, made an agreement 
in accordance with the laws of contract. But

to give, andthe other was to receive a bribe, 
then guilt is established. i 
the fountain head, and 

are proven to be connected near to or far away 
from the fountain head, are guilty. If Delacy 
received money from Richmond, and Rich- 
mond again irom Sharp, then Sharp is guilty. 
If Sharp had guilty knowledge of the scheme 
at all, or abetted it in any way, he is guilty of 
the crime charged. The defendant asked for 
a trial separately and if the jury finds that he 
is connected with the bribery by either of the 
ways specified, they must find him guilty of 
the crime charged. 

Justice Barrett believed that it had been 
clearly shown that Fullgraff was bribed. Who 
bribed him? If the jury believed that Delacy 
bribed him with $10,000, then, of course, the 
jury must ask immediately who bribed Dela- 
cy, for no one can suppose that Delacy bribed 
him on his own account, for he derived no 
benefit from the passage of the franchise. Any 
person who was behind Delacy or who 
aided or abetted in bribing Fullgraff, 
was as guilty as Delacy. you 
find that Fullgraph was bribed and that $5,000 
was raised by Kerr & Fashay and you came to 
the conclusion that thatsum was not raised for 
the purposes which appear on the books of the 
road and that that sum really went to the cor- 
ruption of the board of aldermen; if you find 
this to beso, and you have abundant direct 
and circumstantial evidence on that point, and 
you believe that Kerr and Fashay did this and 
cancelled it from Sharp; if you find they did 
this, because of their own interest and 
notwithstanding the far greater benefits which 
Mr. Sharp was to reap from it, and Sharp was 
econ then You must acquit him. You are 
the exclusive judges of the evidence, and if 
my statement of the evidence has seemed to 
eee my opinions on it to you, I trust you 
will discard and disregard it. ‘This is a case of 
the utmost importance to the people, and, in- 
deed, a matter of life and death to the defend- 
ant. Iam not conscious of having ruled out a 
particle of evidence to which the defendant 
was entitled. You will not be influenced by 
om; clamor. The defendant is an old, fee- 

le, infirm man, as has been said by his coun- 

sel. You will, however, not permit that to 
waive you in the discharge of your duty. It is 
harder for old age to suffer, yet we all know 
that our greatest sufferings are frequently 
at the end of our lives. It must be 
so. It is the rule of the _ infinite. 
And so now all sentiment, passion and 
sympathy should be cast outside the temple 
of justice. Here only reason should rule.”’ 

Mr. Parsons, of counsel for defense, entered 
several objections but his honor overruled him, 
and said the jury was already tired out. 

The jury then went out. Thirteen minutes 
later there was a rush again for the court 
room. 

Judge Barrett resumed his seat on the bench 
and Mr. Sharp and his counsel took their 
seats. ‘two minutes later the jury filed into 
their seats and were asked if they had agreed 
upon a verdict. 

“We have,’ was the answer. 

“Guilty, or not guilty?” 

“Not guilty; 1 mean guilty, your honor— 
guilty.” 

“Jacob Sharp,’’ said the clerk, ‘“‘how old are 
you ?”’ 

“Seventy years next month.”’ 

“Where do you live?” 

“Three hundred and 
Tventy-third street.” 

.The jurors here consulted a moment and re- 
commended the prisoner to mercy. 

Mr. Sharp heard it with no apparent trepi- 
dation. He sat quietly in his seat with an air 
of disinterestedness until Sheriff Grant let the 
court know that he was ready to care for the 
convict. Lawyers for the defense evidenced 
more chagrin at the result than the convicted 

When the sheriff notified Mr. Sharp 

joi him, the prisoner arose 
shook hands with 

his counsel all around. Reaching the hall 
way, it wasonly with great difficulty that the 
crowd.could be forced back enovgh to give 
exit. The prisoner was finally helped into a 
carriage and he was driven to the Ludlow 
street jail. There was another great crowd, 
and there'was again trouble in making way to 
the door. Mr. Sharp showed no more signs of 
illness than usual. Only members of his 
family were permitted to converse with him. 

The court adjourned until July 13th, when 
sentence will be passed upon the prisoner. A 
new trial will be moved for. 

The story of the verdict, as told by Juror 
Owen O. Schimmel, is as follows: When the 
jury left the courtroom at 8:52, they went di- 
rectly to the special term courtroom to take 
their ballot. No juryman knew then what 
any other juryman would vote. Foreman 
Canfield made out twenty-four ballots. Zvelve 
of the ballots were marked ‘“guilty”’ and 
twelve “not guilty.”” Foreman Canfield gave 
each juror two ballots, one marked ‘‘guilty”’ 
and the other “‘not guilty.”” He then passed 
around a hat, and each juror deposited his 
ballot therein. There was but one ballot 
taken, and the result was a verdict of guilty 
on the first ballot, there being no dissenting 
vote.

THE BROKEN BANK. 


Receiver Armstrong’s Bond Accepted— 
Opinion of Secretary Trenholm. 

CINCINNATI, June 29.-- David Armstrong has 
had his bond as receiver of the Fidelity Na- 
tional bank accepted, and he is now in charge 
of the affairs of that defunct institution. 
Comptroller of Currency Trenholm, and So- 
licitor of the Treasury McCue, went’ to Wash- 
ington tonight. Mr. Trenholm said that he 
would deal with this bank upon the principle 
that national banks hold a fiduciary relation to 
the public, and that profits upon stock are in 
part consideration for the proper _ discharge of 
the trust, by officers chosen by the stockhold- 
ers, and when, asin the case of the Fidelity 
bank, this trust was betrayed by officers, it is 
the duty of the yovernment to award 
exemplary punishment, not only to the man 
activé in the wrong-doing, but also to those 
who,,being in a position to protect the inter- 
ests of depositors, neglected or omitted to dis- 
charge that duty. Comptroller Trenholm 
will declare a dividend as soon as the neces- 
sary data can be collceted. 

5 Parvo F. Larkin, president of the Cincin- 
nati National bank, today resigned, and 
Franklin Alter was chosen in his place. Ru- 
mors having arisen that this action was de- 
manded by Comptroller Trenholm, that officer 
stated that there was no foundation whatever 
for the story, that the bank had not been un- 
der suspicion, and that the change was purely 
a voluntary one. 

CuicaGco, June 29.—The creditors of C. J. 
Kershaw & Co. secured an order from the 
court today making Charles B. Eggleston a 
general partner, and thereby making him re- 
sponsible for the debts of the firm. The next 
step of the attorneys for the creditors was to 
secure their interests by tying up the property 
involved. An order was issued by Judge Gar- 
rett restraining Eggleston from disposing of 
his real’estate pending a setilement of the 
questions at interest. 


BUTTED TO DEATH. 


A Queer Death in Coiumbia, South Caro- 
lina. 


CorumstiA, S. C., June 29.—[Special.]—Two 
negroes, Scott Logan, and Jack Dillard, quar- 
reled at the South Carolina railway depot this 
afternoon. They were first wrestling in play, 
but soon got to blows. They grappled and 
Jack Dillard had Scott Logan by the throat, 
each trying to strike the other, Suddenly Lo- 

an threw his head forward, butting Dillard 
in the forehead. Dillard fell to the ground 
immediately, and died in five minutes. Both 
men were railroad hands. The dead man had 
heen in some accidents, in one of which he 
was struck in the head by a freight car. The 
fracture of the skull thus caused is taken to 
account for his death from a seemingly slight 
blow. Scott Logan was arrested and is now 
in jail. Shortly after his commitment quite a 
crowd of negroes gathered about the jail, and 
some talked violently about lynching. _ t 
was soon restored, however, and the crowd dis- 
persed.

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ABANDONING A SCHOONER AT SEA. 


The Italia Brings in the Crew of the Ray- 


more—Their Tales of Suffering 
While Adrift. 


New York, June 29.—[{Special.]— The 
Anchor line steamer Italia, from the Meat- 
terranean, today landed Captain Burdge and 
eight seamen of the American schooner Jo- 
seph Baymore, which was abandoned at sea in 
a sinking condition on the evening of the Ist 
inst. The schooner, with a cargo of lumber, 
sailed from Georgetown, 8.C.,on June 6, 
bound to this city. The fine weather and 
favoring breezes which carried her away con- 
tinued for six days. On the morning of the 
12th, at 3 o’clock, while the vessel was keeling 
over on starboard tack with every bit of can- 
vas aloft, she collided with a derelict craft. 
whose deck was floating flush with the water’s 
edge. The Baymore took the wreck directly 
on the cutwater. The starboard. side of the 
schooner was badly torn out, the bowsprit and 
the headgear carried entirely away, and the 
cutwater smashed. The water rushed into 
the breach in great quantities, filling the hold 
to a depth of four feet, and forcing the men to 
pump. In the excitement following tire collision 
several sailors became panic stricken, fearing 
that the vessel would founder wigh all sails set. 
Captain Burdge had great difficulty in getting 
them to return to work. They worked at the 
pumps for several hours, whilethe captain and 
the mate examined the damage. It was as- 
certained that the water was gaining well, at 
7: 30 o’clock giving up 44 feet. In the hope of 
reducing the leak all the sails save the main 
ev were stowed away, and the vessel put off 
xefore wind and sea, which had increased since 
the collision. But the water continued to flow 
freely into the hold, and within an hour filled 
up to the deck. At 8:30 o’clock a heavy sea 
struck the vessek nearly swamping her and 
washing overboard the entire deck load. The 
big sea was followed by several others, and the 
wind increased to a whole gale. With an idea 
of easing the injured craft, the captain order- 


ed the sailors to leave the pumps and set to. 


work to cut away the main mast and rigging. 
With a will all started forward, they being ait 
near the saloon companion way, but the 
seas that broke on board compelled 
them to halt, and hold to the parting bul- 
warks for dear life. At 100’clock the vessel 
was lurchingand labcring so heaeily that the 
eaptain beleived she could not hold together 
much longer. Tho sea was threatening to 
wash all hands overboard every minute, and 
the captain ordered the men to lash them- 
selves to the fixtures of the quarter deck. 
This was done, the men remaining awake all 
that night, fearing to go forward to procure 
food or water. The 13th opened with a storm 
at its height, and although at that time several 
three masted. vessels were _in sight, they 
were too far eastward to be signalled, and just 
as the sun was setting, and when the men had 
given up all hopes, the smoke of a steamer 
was seen on the horizon. ‘Two hours after she 
came along, but headed in such a way that the 
sailors of the schooner felt sure those on board 
would not see them. 
four miles off to windward before, finally, the 
sinking schooner was discovered. Half an hour 
after she came within hailing distance. She 


. proyed to be the British steamer Wydale, from 


New Orleans, with cotton for Rouen, France. 
Her commander, Captain Hurst, soon had a 
lifeboat launched, and, after great risk, 
managed to take the exhausted sailors off the 
schooner. On the 21st the Wydale spoke the 
Italia, and the men being natives of this city 
and Philadelphia were transferred to that 
vessel, landing here today. 


YESTERDAY’S FIRE RECORD. 


A Lamp Explosion Causes a Large Conflaga- 
tion---Other Losses by the Flames. 

ELIZABETHTOWN, Ky., June 29.—A lamp ex- 
ploded in the drugstore of E. F. Elliott & Co., 
at 1:30 last night, and started a conflagration 
that has swept away nearly one-fourth of the 
business portion of the town and defied all 
efforts to arrest its course. An alarm 
was given in a short time, but by 
the time the citizens got out the fire was 
spreading. Charles Lott’s confectionery was 
destroyed after the drug store and then Ben- 
nett’s saddlery shop. The latter adijoined the 
bank of Elizabethtown building, in which the 
Messenger newspaper office was lecated, and 
took it but a short time to wrap that structure 
in flames. To the west the fire crossed an alley 
from the drug store and devoured the double 
front store of J. W. Block and the store of 
Virgil Churchill. Next to the bank and the 
Messenger building was Joseph Lott’s resi- 
dence, with law offices and postofiice, which 
were destroyed. Thence the flames swept 
away Quiggan’s furniture store and another 
building occupied as oftices. Shortly after 
11 o’cloek the authorities at Louisville were 
telegraphed to send firemen, and an engine. 
At one o’clock an engine left that city by spe- 
cial train. At11:15a.m. the fire was under 
control, The loss will amount to $100,000 with 
an insurance for half that sum. 


The Marshfield Sufferers. 

MILWAUKEE, June 29.—A_ special from 
Marshfield says that insurance adjusters have 
arrived there, but matters are so badly con- 
fused that individual losers and insurances 
cannot be obtained. The total loss will foot 
up $1,250,000, with insuranee of about one- 
fourth. Aid in the shape of money, food and 
clothing is pouring into the stricken city on 
every train.

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ANOTHER INJUNCTION 


To Restrain the Richmond and Danville 
From Paying Its Dividend. 

New YorK, June*29.—-Powers & Co., of 
Lansingburg, New York, have applied for an 
in caper to restrain the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad company from paying the divi- 
dend of three per cent ordered by the board of 
directors. They hold $56,000 of debenture 
bonds of the company, interest *bearing in 
arrears four years. fore Judge Lawrence, 
in the supreme court today, it was contended 
that the contemplated payment was in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the bonds; that no 
dividends should be paid to stockholders until 
all arrearages of interest were fully paid. For 
the directors counsel responded that the court 
would not interfere with the payment of the 
dividend from proceeds tof{which bondholders 
were not entitled, being the proceeds of sales 
of certain stocks and bonds and not net earn- 
ings. The decision was reserved.

AvusuryN, Ala., June 29.—[{Special.]—The 
board of trustees of the Polytechnic institute 
finished their session today. They have ap- 
propriated twenty-five thousand dollars to be- 
gin the work immediately of rebuilding the 
main college bullding, which was destroyed by 
fire on the 24th, and ten thousand dollars for a 
separate chemical laboratory.

CARDINAL MANNING'S REPLY 


To the Charges of the London Times That He 
and Archbishop Walsh are Separatists. 

Lonpon, June 29.—Cardinal Manning writes 
to the Times protesting against its circulation 
of the statement from Rome that the ‘‘Irish 
mission of Monsignor Persico and Monsignor 
Gualdi had been revoked at the instance of 
Cardinal Manning and Archbishop Walsh, of 
Dublin, and branding the lattertwoas active 
promoters of separatist intrigues.’’ The car- 
dinal says: 

I gladl oe myself with Archbishop Walsh. He 
is but slighty known in England, except in the 
descriptions of those who are fanning the flames of 
animosity between England and Ireland. I am 
known in England beth to ministers of the crown 
and to the opposition, and I will leave it to them, 
who well know my mind, to answer for me, and I 
who know the mind of Archbishop Walsh will 
answer for him. We are neither iniriguers nor 
separatists. 

In conclusion the cardinal says: 

If, sir, I have written with unusual warmth, I 
confess that I hold-that resentment is sometimes a 
duty, and this is such atime, when your words 
touch our highest responsibility and inflame more 
and more the heated contentions between two peo- 
ples whom justice and truth would still bind in 
peace and unity. I ask you, sir, as an act of justice 
to give this as prominent a placein the Times as 
you have unwartanily given to the unhappy impu- 
tations. 

The Times, in an editorial, excuses the first 
charge which Cardinal Manning complains of 
by saying that it had simply reproduced a 
Reuter’ telegram company’s dispatch from 
Rome, It assures the cardinal that it has no 
desire to meet the other charge by either gloss 
or evasion. It would Judge Archbishop Walsh 
by his own written and .s n words. He 
was, in avery strict sense of the word, a ae 
ratist. It was sorry if it had wrongly been led 
to believe that Cardinal Manning was @ warm 
supporter of Mr. Gladstone’s separatist policy, 
but if the facts were so, no peculiar interpreta- 
tion of language could alter them. 


SENT TO SIBERIA, 


Trials in Russia of Persons Implicated in 
Assassinations. 

St. Pererssure, June 29.—An official re- 
port announces that 21 persons were tried at 
St. Petersburg, between the7th and 16th of the 
present month, on the charge of being active 
members of the secret soeiety called ‘‘The 
Will of the People,’ of complicity in several 
murders, including that of the chief of police, 
Colonel Sudeikin, of participation in 
a number of robberies ; of hav- 
ing assisted in several dynamite 
outrages,and of having taken part in the start- 
ing of unlawful secret printing offices. Three 
of the prisoners were acquitted, two others 
were sentenced by the court to terms of im- 
prisonment at hard labor, and one to imprison- 
ment without labor. Fifteen, including two 
women, were sentenced to death. The death 
sentences were, however, commuted in cases 
of two of these to exile in Siberia, and in those 
of the others to imprisonment at hard labor. 


French Army Proposals Rejected. 

Paris, June 29.—The «commission of the 
chamber of deputies appointed to examine and 
report upon the proposals relative t6 the army 
submitted by General Ferron, new minister of 
war, rejected them today. The rejection of 
the proposals has caused a sensation. 

The newspapers assert that General Bou- 
langer was unaware of the government’s in- 
tention to appoint him to the command of the 
thirteenth army corps until he saw the an- 
nouncement of actual appointment in the 
press. The statement is reiterated that the 
appointment was made for the express pur- 

»0se Of getting General Boulanger away from 

aris during the national fetes and review in 
July, and thus preventing him from, by his 
presence, tempting the people into a demon- 
stration in his favor and against Germany. 
The police have confiscated the entire issue of 
a picture representing General Boulanger as 
the “Savior of.

HE BURNS DOWN THREE BUILDINGS. 


Discovered by an Early Riser, Armed With 
the Material for Destruction—A Very 
Strange and Interesting Story. 


 Qurrman, Ga., June 29.—[Special.]—Nine 
miles northeast of Quitman is a prosperous 
and well behaved neighborhood. It is thickly

Rountree’s place into an academy and school 
was being had therein. This morning about 
® o'clock Mr. Hill, Rountree’s tenant, was 
awakened by the barking of his dogs. and ur- 
gent yells for help. He went out, and follow- 
ing the sound of the voice he came upon Hope 
Croft, a boy not over ten years old, and very 
small for his Hope had a bundle of light- 
wood splinters, some partly consumed, and the 
dogs had him at bay, a short distance from the 
school house. 
{ Hill enquired of him the cause of his being 
out at this time of the night. He replied that 
his father had sent him out hunting. cows, and 
that he had gotten lost. Hili’s suspicions were 
aroused, and he detained him until he could 
send over for Mr. McRae, and the boy upon 
close examination made such contradictory 
statements that the conclusion was reached 
that he had left home at that hour in morning 
for the purpose of burning the school house, 
and that he might have burned the others. He 
was charged with the burning and _ soon after- 
ward confessed that he had burned both acade- 
mies, ank that he had come to burn the third.

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The City of Griffin Makes an On- 
ward Movement. 


AND INTENDS TO GO TO THE TOP. 


She Has Railroads from Every Side, and 
Now Proposes to Deck Herself 
Out With Waterworks. 


Grirrin, Ga., June 29.—{Special.]—Griffin 
took a long stride yesterday in the way of solid 
advancement and improvement. The city 
council decided to have gas and waterworks. 
A plant that will cost $85,000 will very likely 
be erected and forty-five water hydrants and 
eighty lamps. The steady growth that Grif- 
fin has made demands this improvement, and 
when the plan for raising the money is under- 
stood there will be very little opposition to it. 

The charter of the city of Griffin now pro- 
vides for a taxation of one and one-quarter of 
one per cent (exclusive of school tax), one per 
cent to pay the bonded debt, and one-quarter of 
one per cent to pay the current expenses of the 
city. The bonded debt has been steadily de- 
creasing until this year. Fifty-five cents on the 
hundred will be sufficient to pay the same. 
Now the plan is to appropriate one-quarter of 
one per cent of the one per cent raised for the 
bonded debt to the gas and waterfund. This 
can be done by an amendment of the charter, 
and the council passed a resolution to have the 
amendment submitted to the legislature. In 
this way the taxes will not be increased one 
cent more than is now contemplated by the 
charter ; it willsimply divide the amounts now 
raised differently. 

Griffin is rapidly increasing in population 
and wealth, and thej taxes are decreasing 
everv year. The increase of taxable real es- 
tate last year was forty thousand dollars, and 
the improvements are steadily going on. Even 
with gas and waterworks, it will be buta few 
years before taxes in Griffin will be but one 
per cent.

Mr. Austin then offered a resolution recom- 
mending to council to require all officers re- 
ceiving fees to keep an accurate account of the 
same, subject to the inspection of the proper 
authorities. It was also adopted. 

Mr. Foster then stated that Secretary Alex- 
ander should be paid at least $500 for his ser- 
vices, and moved that the commission request 
the council to pay him thatsum.

In the month of Décember, 1862, Mur- 
freesboro abandoned itself to social gaieties, 
and was a scene of revelry by night. 
Christmas festivities had just passed, when, 
on the 29th, (Sunday), Lieutenant-Colonel 
Harry Maury, commanding (Colonel Alexan- 
der McKinstry being absent on detached ser- 
vice), received orders which, as adjutant of 
the regiment, I read to the patente: assign- 
ing it to duty with Brigadier-General Daniel 
Adams’ brigade, Breckenridge’s division, 
Hardee’s corps.

Killed. Mr. Johnson last winter trimmed up 
his trees and plowed the land among them. 
They took a fresh start and were late bloom- 
ing. Captain Henry Beussee says that while 
traveling in Eibert county he passed a large 
peach orchard, and while there was no fruit in 
the orchard except on two trees, they were 
loaded with peaches. He asked some one the 
cause of this, and they explained that the fruit 
on these trees were saved by hanging a horse- 
shoe on one of the limbs. He says that sure 
enough he noticed the horse-shee on the favor- 
ed trees. 

In Americus a few days ago a negro man 
was on the streets with a live rattlesnake 
which he proposed to let bite him for ten cents 
or a drink of whisky.

Tif snake was examined and it was 
found that the fangs had been extracted, and 
in striking, it was impossible for it to make a 
scratch. Some of the deluded parties turned 
it loose to get even with the sharp negro.

The Aneglo-Turkish Convention. 

Next Monday is the day set for Turkey’s 
ratification of the treaty with England. The 
treaty relates to a protectorate over Egypt 
and gives England sufficient contro] over 
the Suez canal to make that important high- 
way available for war purposes. 

The treaty would have been ratified some 
time ago if France, instigated by Russia, 
had not interposed angry objections. It is 
of course, of the utmost importance to Eng- 
land to have the matter closed up. Her 
foothold in Egypt and her interest there will 
not amount toarow of pins without the 
armed occupation of the country, and the 
advantages already gained cannot be sacri- 
ficed because there is a show of opposition 
on the part of rival powers, 

Whether Turkey ratifies the treaty or not, 
however, will make little difference in the 
aggressive policy of Russia. Mr. Marvin, 
the author of ‘‘The Russians at the Gates 
of Herat,”’ takes a gloomy view of the east- 
ern situation. Until recently Russia at- 
tempted to hide her operations in that quar- 
ter. Now she is shipping immense quanti- 
ties of munitions of war through Turkes- 
tan and Merv. She is determined not only 
to acquire additional territory north of In- 
dia, but to force her way to the Mediterra- 
nean. 7 

England bas lost much valuable time in 
her struggle with Ireland. Russia and 
France are fully equipped for war. This 
does not necessarily indicate a conflict in the 
near future, but it is another step in the 
direction of the inevitable row which must 
sooner or later grow out of the eastern trou- 
ble. 

The attitude of France in this complica- 
tion is is of more than ordinary interest be- 
cause it makes a war between that country 
and Germany out of the question for some 
time tocome, If France proposes to back 

tussia in her warlike aggressions she will 
have her hands too fullto tackle Germany 
during this generation.

MR. BLAINE’S LIFE ON SHIPBOARD. 


He Had a Historical Bout With a German 
Professor and Won. 
Special to the World, . 

Boston, June 27.—The Daily Globe will to- 
morrow publish a fetter from its special correspon- 
dent who accompanied Mr. Blaine and his party 
across the ocean on the steamship Ems. Among 
other things, he writes: 

One day the conversatioi drifted off to the 
German ancestry of England’s ruling house, and 
Mr. Blaine fhought the family had lost in vigor 
since the days of George I. A German professor who 
was present took up the discussion, and the whole 
history of England and Germany for the past two 
hundred years was gone over, the names of obscure 
princes were recalled and the deeds and misdeeds 
lived again around that dinner table. Mr. Blaine 
was evidently ‘“‘well up’ in history. The protessor 
did not have to correct him more than three 
times for an hourand-a half and Mr. Blaine ‘took 
exceptions’ in one case. 

“My idea,’-said Mr. Blaine, “is that kings and 
queens and all such rulers are tolerated through the 
ignorance or loyalty of the people.

Ingersoll on Beecher. 

Among the number of tribuies to Henry 
Ward Beecher is a remarkable piece of phrasing 
from Robert Ingersoll, the infidel. He begins by 
asserting that ‘‘Henry Ward Beecher was bornina 
Puritan penitentiary, of which his father was one 
of the wardens.” Meaning, of course, the Presby- 
terian church, of which his father was pastor. With 
vigorous language he denounces the Calvinistic 
creed, and then goes on to say: 

Through the grated windows of his cell this child, 
this boy, this man caught glimpses of the outer 
world, of fields and skies. New thoughts were in 
his brain, new hopes within his heart. Another 
heaven bent above his life. There came a revela- 
tion of the beautiful and real, Theology grew 
mean and small, 

Nature wooed, and won and saved this mighty 
soul. 

Her countless bands were sowing seeds within his 
tropic brain. All sights and sounds—ail colors, 
fonus and fragments were stored within the treas- 
ure of his mind, His thoughts were moulded by 
the graceful curves of streams, by winding paths in 
woods, the charm of quiet country roads, and lanes 
growh indistinct with weeds and grass—by vines 
that cling and hide with leaf and flower the crum- 
bling wall’s decay—by cattle standing in the sum- 
mer pools like statues of content. 

There was within his words the subtie spirit of 
the season’s change—of everything that is, of every- 
thing that lies between the siumbering seeds, that 
half-awakened by the April rain, have dreams of 
heaven’s blue and fee! the amorous kisses of the sun 
and that strange toinb wherein the alchemist doth 
give to death's cold dust the throb and thrill of life 
again. 

“He saw with loving eyes the willows of the 
meadow-streams grow red beneath the glance of 
spring—the grass along the marsh’s edge—-the stir 
of life beneath the withered leaves—the moss be- 
low the drip of snow—the flowers that give their 
bosoms to the first sonth wind that woos—the sad 
and timid violets that only bear the gaze of love 
from eyes half-closed—the ferns, where fancy gives 
a thousand forms with but a single plan—the green 
and sunny slopes, enriched with daisy’s silver and 
the cowsiip’s gold. 

As in the leafless woods some tree aflame with life 
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of painted insect life, and all the winged and happy 
children of the air ihat summer holds beneath her 
dome of bine were knewn and loved by him. 

He loved the yellow autumn fields, the golden 
tacks, the happy homes of men, the orchard’s 
‘pending boughs, the sumach’s flags of flame, the 
maples with transfigured leaves, the tender yellow 
of the beach, the wondrous harmonies of brown 
and gold—the vines where hang the clustered 
epheres of wit and mirth. He loved the winter 
days, the whirl and drift of snow—ail forms of frost 
—the rage and fury of the storm, when in the for: 
est, desolate and stripped, the brave old pine tow- 
ers green and grand—a prophecy of spring. He 
heard the rhythmic sound of nature's busy strife,the 
hum of bees, the songs of birds, the eagle’s ery, 
the murmur of the streams, the signs and lamen- 
tations of the windsand all the voices of the sea. 
He loved the shores, the vales, the crags and eliffs, 
the city’s busy streets, the inirospective, silent 
plain, the solemn splendors of the night, the silver 
sea of dawn and evening’s cloud of molten gold, 

The love of nature freed this loying man. 

One by one the fetiers fell; the grating: 
peared, the sunshine smote the roof, and on the 
floors of stone light streamed from open doors. He 
realized the darkness and despair, the cruelty and 
hate, the starless blackness of the old, malignant 
creed. The flower of pity grew and blossomed in 
his heart. The selfish ‘‘consolation”’ filled his eves 
with tears. He saw that what is called the Christ- 
ian’s hope is, that among the countless billions 
wrecked and lost, a meagre few perhaps may reach 
the eternal shore—a hope that, iike the desert rain, 
gives neither leaf nor bud—a hope that gives no joy, 
no peace, to any great and loving soul. It is the 
dust on which the serpent feeds that coils in heart- 
less breasts, : 

To the average man the Christian hell and heay- 
enare only words. He has no scope of thought. 
He lives but ina dim, impoverished now. To him 
the’past is dead—the future still unborn. He occu- 
pies with do #neast eyes that narrow line of barren, 
shifting sand that lies between the flowing seas, 
But Genius knows all time. For him the dead all 
live and breathe and act their countless parts again, 
All human life is in his now, and every moment 
feels the thrill of all to be. 

No one cau overestimate the good accomplished 
by this marvellous, many-sided man. He tried to 
¢ivilize the chureh, to humanize the creeds, to 
soften pious breasts of stone, to take the fear from 
mother’s hearts, the chains of creed from every 
brain, to put the star of hope in every sky and over 
every grave. 

Attacked on every side, maligned by those who 
preached the law of love, he wavered not, but 
fought whele-hearted to the end. 

Obstruction is but virtue’s foil. From thwarted 
light leaps color’s fame—the stream impeded has a 
song. 

He passed from harsh and cruel creed to that se- 
rene philosophy that has no place for pride or hate. 
that threatens no revenge, that looks on sin as 
stumblings of the blind and pities those who fall, 
knowing that in the souls of all there is sacred 
yearning for the light. He ceased to think of man 
as something thrust upon the world—anfexile from 
some other sphere. He felt at last that men are 
part of nature’s self—kindred of all life—the gradual 
growth of counticss years; that all the marek books 
were helps until outgrown and all religions rough 


disap- 


and devious paths that man has worn with weary 
feet in sad and painfnl search for truth and peace, 
gave 


To him these paths were wetonp and yet a 
promise of success. He knew that all the streams 
no matter how they wander, turn and curve am 
the hills and rocks or linger in the lakes and pools.

These views epiarged his soul and made him na- 
tient with the world, and while the wintry snows of 
age were falling on his head, spring, with all her 
wealth of blogm, was in his heart.

“MILLIONAIRE BRADLEY DENOUNCED. 


Pastor Robinson Says They Have Set Up a 
Colored Jesus—Alotel Servants Put 
on the War Paint—Ete. 


Aspury Park, N. J., Jane 29.—That good 
man and millionaire, James A. Bradley, who 
owns nearly all of Asbury Park, and goes in 
heavy for religion and temperance, has got 
himself intoa heap of trouble by his public 
threat to exclude the colored race from the 
beach and park. Yesterday the whole com- 
munity was boiling mad overit. Excited col- 
ored men gathered at street corners and openly 
denounced Mr. ‘Bradley asa narrow minded 
bigot who thougltinere efadotlar than he 
did of a human bent’. The colored waiters at 
the big summer hictels were savage, and some 
of them wanted to Withdraw ina body. So 
= thata meeting of cc!- 
ored people was held in the Park hall, right 
over Mr. Bradicy’s head, on Sunday night, and 
he was denounced. 

Meanwtile the Rev. J. Francis Robinson 
was hustling around in preparation for a big 
indignation meeting in the church of which he 
is pastor. Mr. Robinson is ready to see that 
his race is protected under the bill of civil 
rights. 

AT THE AVRICAN METHODIST CHURCH. 

There was a terrific time last night at the 
African Methodist Zion church. The build- 
ing Was packed and many people could not 
getin. Many white people were present. 
The platform was a mass of flowers carried 
into the church by enthusiastic colored women 
during the day. The wooden walls shook with 
applause as the various speakersleclared that 
the law would protect the colored people in 
asserting their right. 


Deacon Hopkins opened with: an old-time 


campmeeting prayer. Then the audicnce 
gang ‘‘America,’”’ after which the Rev. Mr. 
Robinson advanced to the front of the pint- 
form and let himself loose.

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Some Facts Concerning Those | 


Recently Granted. 


THE CAUSES ASSIGNED BY PLAINTIFFS. 


A Woman Who Objected to Being Made the 
Cook—The Opinion of a Juror Con- 
cerning Some of the Cases. 


Twenty divorces in one day was a sensation 
in Atlanta. 

In the first case tried the jury returned 4 
verdict which staggered the complainant’s at- 
torney. The jurylgrantedja “‘partial” divorce. 
As soon ashe grasped the full import of the 
verdict, the attorney said: 

“Why that is the worst’thing that could 
happen toa man! Under the ‘partial’ divorce 
he can neither live with his own wife again 
nor can he marry another one. The law picks 
him up and places him down in the middle of 
the road and says to him: ‘Don’t you move to 
the right nor’the left ; when I come to look fer 
you again let me find you right where I left 
you.’ A man who gets a partial diverce is in 
a worse fix than a fellow who hasncne at all.” 

The two jurors who are understood to have 
introduced the “‘partial’’ feature of granting 
divorces became immediately very unpopular 
with the nineteen petitioners who were wait- 
ing for their turn. In every suceecding case 
these two jurors were ‘“‘struck,’’ and after that 
the grist was ground out in regular 
form, and an abselute divorce was granted in 
every one of the nineteen cases. 

A Constitu1vIon man _ has collected the 
causes of these. divorces, with, some special 
information concerning them, which will be of 
interest to those who wonder whether Atlanta 
is to become the Chicago of thesouth in divorces 
as well as in enterprise. — 

Some of the facts obtained from a study of 
the papers in these twenty ‘cases are rather 

veculiar. Of the twenty suits, only three were 
yrought by the husbands. The grounds set 
forth in these petitions are varied, one husband 
charging willful abandonment or desertion ; 
another charging adultery; while the third al- 
leges that she who had sworn to love, honor 
and obey him had gone off with a handsomer 
man, and, forgetful of her relations to the peti- 
tioner, had married said handsomer man. 
SUITS BROUGHT BY WIVES. 

The seventeen wives who sought and cb- 
tained legal separation from their husbands 
did so upon a number of different pleas. Eight 
charged drunkenness, but only three of these 
claimed that thei? husbands were habitual 
drunkards. The item ‘‘crnelty’’ enters into 
almost every petition in one form or another. 
Three combine charges of drunkenness and 
cruelty. Cruel treatment and failure to pro- 
vide means of support are given as the grounds 
for the desired divorce hy five of the appli- 
cants. Twocharge the husbands with being 
unkind and making threats against their 
Wives. 

One petitioner tells a rather dramatic tale. 
She claims that her home troubles are due to 
the persecutions of a mother-in-law, who has 
prejudiced her son against his wife. One fea- 
ture of this treatment consisted in holding 
the wife a prisoner, keeping her locked up 
and taking her child away from her. The 
wife also says that her husband will ieave her 
for days without making any provision for her 
support. 

esertion is the charge made by three, one 
of them combining the charge of drunkenness 
with that of desertion. 

““T wascruelly cursed and driven from home,’’ 
is the substance of the allegation from the wile, 
while another claims that she was beaten with 
switches and her life was threatened. Still 
another charges her husband with neglect and 
with making false statements concerning his 
wife’s chastity. 

These, in brief, are the grounds set forth in 
the petitions. 

In some of these cases the allegations of the 
petitions were borne ont by the evidence intro- 
duced, and in some of them they were not. At 
least that is the opinion of an unprejudiced ob- 
server. 

Itisarather peculiar fact that in the vast 
majority of cases—all but one or two— 

NO DEFENSE WAS MADE 
and, in almost all, the only testimony intro- 
duced was that of the complainant. 

One of the most amusing cases was that 
brought by a woman who asked adivorce upon 
the ground that she had married a widower 
with five children, and that the marriage con- 
tract provided that the wife should not be 
compelled to doany of the family cooking. 
Instead of this, as she alleged, the plaintiff 
herself was made chief cook of the establish- 
ment and all the work about the house fell 
upon her shoulders, The jury took pity ypon 
her and granted the desired separation. 

It is also a noticeable fact that all the cases 
save one were brought by whites. 

A gentleman who officiated as a member of 
the jury which tried some of the cases says 
that one of the most interesting phases of the 
business was furnished by the jurymen in the 
views upon matrimony and divorce entertained 
by them. 

A JUROR’S VIEWS. 

** A's soon as we retired tothe juryroom one 
man announced. that he was in favor of grant- 
ing the total divorce asked for,’’ remarked the 
juryman mentioned above. ‘‘When we ques- 
tioned him concerning the = testimony, we 
learned that he hadn’t heard a word the wit- 
ness had uttered. Another said he was in 
favor of granting every divorce asked for, upon 
the grounds that when a woman didn’t want 
to live with a man, she ought not be compelled 
to do so. Others were almost as liberal in their 
views.”’ 

‘Don’t understand ‘me as criticising all the 
verdicts,’’ continued the juror, ‘‘for some of 
them—possibly alt of them—were just. I may 
be somewhat old-fashioned in my ideas of mat- 
rimony, but I have been edueated to believe 
that marriage was arather solemn obligation 
—one which should not be thrown aside with- 
out the gravestcauses. Believing this, I cer- 
tainly think that since ‘cursing, abusing or 
using insulting language’ is deemed a just 
cause for divorce, it would be well to at least 
demand more than the poe tony er testi- 
mony upon this point. Under the present 
system an unscrupulous man or Woman would 
have no trouble in concocting a’story which 
would seem to the average jury to farnish suf- 
ficient grounds for legal separaticn.’’ 

Taken all in all, these twenty cases furnish 
an interesting study in social economy—one 
which will set people to thinking. 

If the divorce laws were more stringent and 
it were made more difficult to obtain legal sep- 
aration, would not a decrease in the number of 
unhappy marriages be the natural result? 
Advocates of a reform in the divorce laws 
claim that it would.

Governor Gordon Decides the 
City Solicitorship. 


FRANK O’BRYAN THE SUCCESSFUL MAN 


The History of the Contest—Who the Appli-

Yesterday morning Governor Gordon, ap- 
pointed Mr. Frank M. O’Bryan, the junios 
member of the law firmof Khett & O’ Bryan, 
solicitor of the city court of Atlanta.

THE NEW SOLICITOR. 

A sketch of the new solicitor will be interest- 
ing. Mr. Frank M. O’Bryan isa native Suuth 
Carolinian, having been born in Walterboro in 
that state in 1861.- He is consequently 26 years 
of age. He was educated at Hatcher's univer- 
sity, Shreveport, Louisiana, but did not gradu- 
ate, leaving the university before his 6 
could be secured. He then removed to Allen- 
dale, South Carolina, and began the study of 
law in the office of his uncle, Hon. L. B. 
O’Bryan, a well known lawyer and member of 
the Carolina legislature. After qualifying 
himself for admission to the bar Mr. O’ Bryan 
removed to Atlanta in 1884, and was admitted 
to the practicé of the law after standing a cred- 
itable examination in open court.

AGAINST COUNCIL CLERK GOLDSMITH. 


What Was Developed at Yesterday's Session 
—Did Mark E. Goldsmith Pay the 
Required Licenses?—Ete.

There was a meeting of the finance com- 
mittee of the general council yesterday after- 
noon. The meeting was held in the city 
clerk’s office and was the result of a call sued 
by Mayor Cooper. Aldermen Gramling, 
Hemphill and Collier and Councilmen Rice 
and Nelson were present, as also was Mayor 


r. 

The meeting had for its object the investiga- 
tion of charges against J. H. Goldsmith, clerk 
of the council. 

For several days past it has been current! 
rumored on the streetsthat Mr. Goldsmith ha 
failed to collect license tax from his son, Mark 
Goldsmith, and his brother-in-law Dr. J. W. 
McFaul, druggists. At first the rumors at- 
tracted but little attention, but on Tuesday 
afternoon the Evening Capitol printed an 
editorial in which it charged Clerk Goldsmith 
with abusing a public trust. Among other 
things the paper said: 

The man, Mr. John H. Goldsmith, made tax re- 
turns and swore to them, of about $7,000 or $8,000 up 
to the present time. Hisson. Mr. M. E. Goldsmith, 
had never returned any property previous to his 
roing into a wholesale business, under the style of 
aL E. Goldsmith, in 1884, and has since returned a 


* 


~ valuation of £15,000, and, weare informed, has never 


until quite reventiy paid any licenses as other mer- 
chants are required to do. It is a patent fact 
that ff. fas. issued against him were not handed 
to the marshal to be served, as they arein other 
eases, but were from'time to time pigeon-holed by 
the city clerk, and have remained so until quite re- 
rently, when they were made way with, and the 
proper payments made up, and the proper entries 
tnterpoiated in the said clerk's accounts. This sys 
tem of favoritism has aiso been further extended, 
and ihe same restitution to a wronged public has 
also been madecin the case of J. W. MeFaul, a 
brother-in-law ofthe city clerk, and in a similar 
manner, 

The publication caused considerable com- 
ment upon the street during the evening, and 
early yesterday morning Mr. Goldsmith called 
upon Mayor Cooper, and exhibiting a copy of 
the. paper made a demand fora 

CAREFUL AND SEARCHING INVESTIGATION, 

Mayor Cooper decided that the finance com- 
mittee was the proper committee to make the 
investigation and issued the call. At two 
o’clock the members of the commiitee were 
present, and Mr. Gramling, the chairman, 
called the body to order, atthe same time re- 
marking: 

“TIT wish some one would explain the object 
of the meeting. Probably Mayor Cooper can 
enlighten us?”’ :

STATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS. 


What Dr. G.J. Orr Hasto Say About the 
County Commissioners. 

School Commissioner Orr was seen yester- 
day by a ConsriruTIoN reporter and asked if 
the disparaging remarks so often made about 
county school commissioners were well found- 
ed. The doctor said: 

“The people who so speak use ‘words 
without knowledge. As a body, the 
commissioners. are {the best county 
Oflicials known to our law. I have had: 
dealings for years with ordinaries, clerks of the‘ 


superior court and tax collectors, and while‘ 


many of these officials are thoroughly good 
men [ have found the county school commis- 
sioners, as a class, better. t heve just been 
looking through the list of commissioners and 
have made a hasty classification of them. I 
know large numbers of the commissioners per- 
sonally, and am sure that the classificatien I 
make is correct as far as it goes. The number 
assigned to the different classes may not be 
full, but I know that all that are placed in a 
particular class properly belong to that class. 
But to the point: we have on the list 
135 names. Twenty-four. of them are 
college bred men. Twenty-five of them have 
been teachers; nine have been members of our 
state legislature; one has beeh elerk of the 
house of representatives; one was a member of 
the confederate congress, and three were mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention of 1877. 
Fourteen are ministers of the gospel; twenty- 
one are lawyers, nine physicians, seventeen 
merchants and twenty farmers. One of the 
old teachers was principal of the preparatory 
school of one of our leading Georgia colleges 
for years. Of one of the ministers of the gos- 
pel, no less a man than the late Herschell V. 
Johnson, said tome: j'He is a thorough the- 
ologian, a man of ability and entitled to the 
contidence which the people repose in him.’ 
Of another commissioner, who is _ also 
clerk of the superior court and treasurer of 
his county,a rising young member of the house 
of representatives said: 

‘He has ability and business capacity enough 


{ to make a most efficient governor of the state.” 


“What about their compensation ?” 

“Their compensation is inadequate. The 
average pay is $185. They examine all the 
teachers of the county, execute contracts with 
them, receive and tabulate their reports and 
forward the result to the state school commis- 
sioner, supervise the schoels and receive and 
disburse all county school funds. These men 
received and disbursed $470,000 last year, For 
all this service they receive the meagre com- 
pensation just mentioned.” . 

‘Who fixes their compensation ?” 

“The county boards of ‘edueation. T think 
these boards ought to be alittle more liberal, 
They ought to pay a little more and require a 
little more service. Every commissioner ought 
to be required to visit and inspect the schools. 
Money spent this way would pay. Most men 
work better when they know that people with 
authority are looking afterthem. The small- 
ness of the schoc! fund is doubtless the reason 
that the boards seek to economize at this point. 
They ought rather to unite in going for an in- 
ctease in the fund. What the state pretends 
to do she ought to do well, at least to the best 
of her ability.” 

“Their record for faithfulness is a most re- 
markable one. There are 133 of these ofticials, 
as [have said. Since I went into office fifteen 
years ago, over $5,000,000 have passed through 
their hands. 
in only six or seven instances, while the actual 
loss has been but a trifle, not exceeding $5,000. 
I doubt whether this record has ever been 
equaled by any other class of officials. 

“With a good many of them there is room 
for improvement, but asa body of officials I 
am willing to put them in comparison with any 
other body of officials in this state or else- 
where.”’ 

‘What have you to say of our city superin- 
tendents in this state?” 

‘For years past I have been in the habit of 
meeting with the department of superintend- 
eyce of the National Educational association 
Whenever my official duties would permit. 
This body is composed of county, city and 
state superintendents. I have thus been 
brought in contact with city superintendents 
from all parts of the union, and [ think I can 
say that our Georgia city superintendents 
would compare favorably with the best of 
them.”’

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR GORDON on yesterday decided 
the solicitorship contest forthe city court of 
Atlanta, an account of which appears in an- 
other column. This matter has been pending 
some time, and much of the goyernor’s atten- 
tion has been taken up, with the audiences 
given tothe numerous -friends of the appli- 
eants. There are. several pardon cases pend- 
ing before the goyernor, but all action upon 
these will be delayed for a week or ten days, 
in order that he may have time to prepare his 
message for the legislature. There are nu- 
merous suggestions the governor thinks ought 
to be made, and it will require careful consid- 
eration to prepare them so that the legislature 
may know exactly what he advises to be done. 
It may be that the message will not be ready 
for the legislature on Wednesday—the first day 
of the session—but it will be presented as soon 
thereafter as possible. 

THERE ARE SEVERAL solicitorships and 
judgeships yet to be decided by Governor Gor- 
don. The most important, perhaps, are the 
judgeships of the county courts of Burke and 
Terrell. Messrs. T. W. Berrien and Heman 
H. Perry are the applicants for the Burke 
county judgeship, Judge Perry being the pres- 
ent incumbent. .The Terrell county judgeship 
came very near being decided some days ago 
by the governor, but on second thought he con- 
cluded to let the matter remain until the 
amendments proposed to the act establishing 
the county court of Terrell were passed by the 
legislature. This recommendation was made 
by the grand jury of the county. There is a 
contest over the office of solicitor of the city 


‘court of Athens, the applicants being Sylvanus 


Morris, the present incumbent, and George C. 
Thomas, a lawyer of thateity. It isiikely 
that the governor will make the selection 
within a few days. 

A MISTAKE OCCURRED in the article in yes- 
terday’s issue concerning the respite of Henry 
Pope. The general impression throughout the 
city, and the one entertained by the reporters, 
was that the atiida vits of the nine men in 
Alabama, to the effect that Pope had been 
seen by them on the day of the crime, 100 
miles away, was made after the trial of the 
case and conviction of Pope. Thisis not so. 
It seems that the testimony of these nine wit- 
nesses was brought out upon the trial of the 
case, and can not be regarded as new evidence. 
Notwithstanding the positive nature of this 
testimony, the jury saw fit to convict Pope. 
The new feature connected with this testi- 
mony was the presentation of attdavits that 
certify to the excellent standing, and reliable 
character of the nine witnesses. The Pope 
matter will be fully investigated within the 
next few weeks. 

W.J. Lowry has becn appointed notary 
public and ex-ollicio justice of the peace for 
the 1348th district, Fulton county. . Judge 
Lowy was appointed in place of R. 8. Osburn, 
who resigned. R. W. Davis has been com- 
missioned a notary public for the 1283d district 
of Calhoun county, in place of C. J. Davis, 
who was elected clerk of the superior court of 
the county. This office was filled some time 
ago, but no official notification of the change 
has been heretofore made public. 


TREASURER HARDEMAN and Assistant Speer 
were busy yesterday filling out the checks for 
the July interest on the registered bonds of the 
state in the hands of various parties in differ- 
ent sections of the country. No coupons are 
presented to the treasury in the case of these 
registered bonds, the names of-—the owners 
being on file in the office. Twice each year 
the treasurer sends each ‘holder acheck for the 
interest on the bonds held by him. The semi- 
annual interest on the registered bonds 
amounts to $14,985.00. 


THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL received on 
yesterday the returns of the following assur- 
ance companies who paid the taxes required by 
law: Liverpool and London and Globe,$7$5.90 ; 
Fidelity Mutual Life Assessment company, 
$75.23. All the insurance companies doing 
business in the state have made their returns 
with the exception of the following: British- 
American, Norwich Union, Northwestern Mu- 
tual, United Life and Accident, Valley Mu- 
tual, Equitable Accident, Employers Liability. 
The penalty for failure to make returns by. the 
Ist of July is, in the case of home companies, 
three times the amount of their legal tax, and 
in the case of foreign companies $500, 

THE SINGER SEWING MACHINE company on 
yesterday paid to the comptroller general the 
sum of $120, the amount of the regent fi fa. 
issued against the company for thé tax upon 
twelve agencies returned by the company. 
Late in the afternoon the Union Central Life 
insurance company, of Cincinnati, made its 
annual return and paid its tax $37.29 to the 
comptroller. 

THE LAW REQUIRES ALL railroadsin the state 
to make a statement of their business anda 
return of their property to the comptroller 
the Ist of October of each year. All the rail- 
roads have complied with the law already with 
the exception of nine. These are the Char- 
lotte, Columbia and Augusta, Rome and Car- 
roliton, Georgia Pacific, Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin, three divisions of the East Ten- 
nessee, and the Rome railroad.

The County Courts. 

IT WAS DULL yesterday in the county court- 
house.

our last report: 
LOCAL RATES ON ARTICLES MANUFACTURED 
IN GEORGIA. 

It appeared to the commissioners that there 
was great inequality in the p — received 
by the railroad companies on business coming 
ffom without the state to points in the state 
and the rates fixed by the commission on the 
same class of articles for the same distance 
between points within the state. 

Accordingly, just before our last. report, we 
issued circular 78 calling the attention of the 
railroad companies to this apparent_ injustice. 

The railroad companies interested appeared 
at the time fixed by the commis- 
sioners, and on a careful  investiga- 
tion it was shown that the rates 
established by the companies between what are 
designated as competitive or pooling points are 
in effect both ways. That is to say, that an 
article can be shi < from Macon or Atlanta, 
for example, to Cincinnati at the same rate 
for which the same article can be shipped 
from Cinncinnati to these places. 

It was alsé shown to our satisfaction that 
the companies had made quite as favorable, if 
not more favorable, rates on manufactured 
articles from points in Georgia to points in ad- 
jacent states and in Lonisiana, Texas and the 
western states, and in almost every instance 
liberal rates have been given on material used 
for the manufacture of articles when brought 
within the state. 

Under these circumstances we decided that 
we would not interfere with the existing lecal 
freight tariff and. classification, except to in- 
sert certain articles not contained therein, and 
to adjust the classification of a number of ar- 
ticles now out of line with the existing state of 
business. 

There may be still cases where apparently 
unjust discriminations exist in the rates be- 
tween certain points on various articles, but 
they are cases that do not come within 
our jurisdiction. Moreover, the railroad com- 

anies have assured us that in all cases of un- 
just discrimination the adjustment of their 
through or local rates brought to their atten- 
tion by complaining parties or by the cominis- 
sioners, they would use their utmost efforts to 
correct such evil at once. 
RATES ON NAVAL STORES, 

In December last, application was made by 
the Naval Stores Manufacturers’ Protective 
association for a reduction in the rates of 
freight on rosin. After a full hearing from all 
the parties interested, we made a reduction of 
twenty per cent in the existing rate on that 
article. 

The investigation brought to our attention 
in the most striking manner the marvelous 
increase in the naval stores industry in Geor- 
ia in the last few years. It is claimed now to 
2 the second largest industr 
The production of rosin and spirits of turpen- 

tine is said to be one million barrels, of the 

value in round nwinbers of tive million one 

hundred thousand dollars. 

In the year 1875 there were received at the 
port of Savannah 9,555 barrels of spirits of 
turpentine, and 41,707 barrels of 
rosin. The receipts have increased 
each year, with one exception, and in 1886 
there were received at that port 127,785 barrels 
of spirits turpentine and 476,508 barrels of rosin. 
In the year 1872 there were produced along 
the line of what is now the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad, in Georgia, 1,770 barrels 
of turpentine and rosin; in 1886 the production 
had grown to the enormous amount of 438,778 
barrels. It also appears that in the counties of 
the state where naval stores are produced 
there lias been a large increase in the value of 
gage products raised and in improved 
lands. 

THE AUGUSTA AND SUMMEBVILLE RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 
Since our last report a complaint was made 
by the Co-operative Coal Supply company 
against the Augusta and Summerville railroad 
company on account of charges for transferring 
cars, etc., in the city of Augusta. After a 
full hearing of the case at the time appointed, 
the commissioners decided that said railroad 
company did not come within the jurisdiction 
of the commission. The reasons for this 
ruling will appear fully in the decision attached 
to this report. 
THE BRUNSWICK AND WESTERN RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

Numerous complaints have come to us of 
the condition of the track, rolling stock and 
equipments of the Brunswick and Western 
railroad. Itis represented that the track is 
utterly unsafe, the rails much worn, the roll- 
ing stock, both passenger and freight, whelly 
insufficient, and the rolling stock, as well as 
every other portion of its equipment, entirely 
incapable of meeting the ordinary demands for 
accommodation by the public. 

All that we can doin the premises is to call 
your conway attention to this matter, in 
order that such steps may be taken as in your 
judgment are practicable and proper to com- 
pel the performance by this corporation of its 
duties to the public contemplated by its char- 
ter. 

We have, under the law, no supervision of 
the physica! condition of railways, and we 
think it wou!d be unwise to devoive such duty 
While in soine states 
such powers and duty are exercised by the rail-— 
road commissions under the laws of those 
states, it is not believed that that service can 
be efficiently performed by such agencies. 

Aside from the fact that an efficient super- 
vision of the physical condition of the roads 
require the commissioners to be scientific 
experts im such matters, a faithful 
performance of this work would consume all 


their time, and render it impossible for them 


to discharge the important duties the law now 
requires at their hands. 

rhe reads of this state have been free from 
serious accidents since our last report. In 
some of the states appalling disasters have 
occurred, involving much less of life and 
property, and traceable, in almost every in- 


road. 
| INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 

The congress of the United States has 
enacted, since our last repert, a law to regu- 
late commerce among the states, and ana- 
tional commission has been established to-exe~ 
cute its provisions. This action’ in no wiseaf- 
fects the state commissioners. _ Their spheres 
of action are entirely different? The act of 
congress, by its terms, does not apply to the 
transportation of passengers and property, or 
_to-the receiving, storage and handling of pro 
erty whiolly within the state, and. not pped. 
to or from a foreign country, from or 

to any state or territory.. On the other 
hand the state commission has jurisdiction only 
of matters relating to the transportation. of 
persons and property wholly in the state. - 

REVISION OF TARIEF CLASSIFICATION, ETC. 

Under section 6 of the aet of 1879, estab- 
lishing the commission, the commissioners are 
required to make for cach railroad company 
doing businessin the state a schedule of just 
and reasonable charges for the transportation 
of passengers and freights and cars on each of 
said railroads, and from time to time, and as of 
ten as circumstances may require, torewse and 
changesuch schedules. 

The law futher provides that when any 
schedule shall have been. made, or revised as 
aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioners to cause publication thereof to be 
made for one time in some public uewspaper, 
published in the cities of Atlanta, Augusta, 
sana Savannah, Macon, Rome and Colum-

T mcg ag of the tariff, classification 
and rates in the cities designated by law has 
entirely exhausted the fund in our hands avail- 
able for that purpose, and leaves a deficit of 
$1,415.20, which amount is due tothe several 
neverepers doing the werk. We respectfully 
ask for an appropriation sufficient to discharge 
this indebtedness. 

It will be seen that the commissioners hay 
no discretion as to the number of in 
which these publications shall be made. When 
arateor change is made affecting only one 
road or locality, we are not required to publish 
the same, except in a the published in 
the city nearest the point affected by our ac- 
tion, but; under all other circumstances, we 
are compelled to make publication in each of 
the seven cities designated. 

This provision of the law entails very great 
expense, and it is doubtful whetherit subserves 
any useful purpose. 

e shippers depend largely 6n this office 
for these circulars, a number of which are 
printed and sent to parties on application. Be- 
sides, the act of the legislature and the 
rules of the commission require each 
railroad company to post a copy of the sched- 
ule of rates established by the commission, and 
all revisions thereof, in a conspicuous place for 
the protection of the people. Under t cir- 
cumstances, we recommend that the law be so 
changed as to allow the commissioners discre- 
tion in each instance as to the place where the 
publication shall be made of such circulars. 

REPORTS. 

The law requires the commissioners to make 
asemi-annual report tg the governor of the 
operations of the commission. No good reason 
occurs to us Why these reports should not be 
made annually may. & 

It would lessen the expenses of the commis- 
sion if the law were changed so as to provide 
only for annual reports, and we so recommend. 

NEW RAILROADS. 

The Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville, and 
the Midville, Swainsboro and Mount Vernon 
railroad companies have applied since our last 
report fora tariff of freight and passenger 
rates, which have been furnished, and 
those roads are now operating under them. 

RAILROADS UNDER CONSTRUCTION. | 

We are unable to state the number of miles 
of track laid or roadbed graded since our last 
report, forthe reason that our circular calling 
for this information has not been complied 
with by allthe companies engaged in con- 
structing roads. 

We know, the fact to bo that work is pro- 
gressing rapidly on several roads, and is about 
to be commenced on other important lines. 

EARNINGS OF THE RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

We submit the following comparative state- 
ment showing the gross earnings of the roads 
in the state for the six months beginning Oc- 
tober, 1885-86, and ending March, 1886-87. It 
will be seen that there has been a decided in- 
crease in the earnings of most of the roads. 
With some of them, the increase is very strik- 
ing. The Atlanta and West Point road shows 
a decrease of $1,582.32, and the Gainesville, 
Jefferson and Souttrern of a few dollars. Some

nent for the reason that their reports were not 
sufficiently full to enable us to make a state-- 
ment concerning them.
